MILWAUKEE, Aug. 16.—So wide is the 
territt,ry traveiFcd by the forest fires in 
northern and middle Wisconsin and so 
meagre the information as to actual ex- 
tent of the damage that the losses can 
only be ri>ughly approximated. The 
greatoHt damage was to standing timber, 
"whicbistbe source of wealth of this 
dietrict. 
Portage, Marathon. 
Wood, 
Clark, Brown, Door and Calumet coun- 
ties Bu^red mi«t severely. 


The number of homeless families is 
estimated at 700, representing some 3,- 
500 people. 
Their individual losses are 
comparatively light, but in - the aggre- 
gate reach over $1,000,000 mostly un- 
insured. The cranberry marshes de- 
fltj-<<yed were among tLe largest in the 
ooiiiitry. 
As several years will be re- 
quired to rej)lace the bush en the loss se- 
vere. It is estimated at ^200,000. Cat- 
tic and horses perished by the hundred. 
Many were suffocated or died from ina- 
bility to obtoin water. 
Hundreds of 
• ores of grain and thousands of tons of 
hay were consumed.

B about as follows, according to the es- 
timates of people who have visited the 
regions devastated: At Spencer, $250,- 
000; Depere, $¡70,000; near Colby, Uni- 
ty, Miladore and elsewhere along the 
Wisconsin Central, $250,000; in the vi- 
cmity of Green Bay and along the Door 
County Peninsula, $400,000;

J. BEA VOR WEBB. 


T h e English Cutter Vacht 
that 
Comes to Capture the Cup. 


From Al lhal has been said on this side of 
the Atlantic about J. Beavor Wehb, the 
designer of the English yachts Gemstaand 
Galatea, one would have imagined him to be 
a bearded and grizzly old tar who had spent 
his whole life among tar ropes and canvas. 


But in reality he is 
a type of a sporting 
gentleman. 
He is 
aii enthusiastic stu- 
dent of sea racing 
and sea racers-, just 
as we w i l l find 
Jjt)ung men giving 
their time and tal- 
ents to the develop- 
ments of the turf 
and horseflesh. Mr. 
Webb has had the 
ambition s i n c e a 
youth of develop- 
ing a type of yacht 
that would be the 
fleetest in theworld, 
one that would capture the international 
challenge cup, known as the America's cup, 
which the yacht America won over all the 
yachts in Europe in 1851^ and which hds been 
successfully defended by American yachts on 
sevei-al occasions since. Britannia may rule 
the wave, Itut she cannot in truth be termed 
mistress of thn seas as long as that cup re- 
mains on this side of the Atlantic. So with 
th«« purpose in view, Mr. Wehb has been 
studying and designing yachts for years. 


The Galafe^a is an improvement on the Gre- 
nesta, and so confident is Mr. Webb of her 
success in th(i corning races that he has given 
up yacht building to come here and engage 
in other lousiness. 


Meeting liini the other day in his sumptuous 
oflice, in Wall street, New York, he said: 
"Yes, I am satisfied with the Galatea. She 
flid n(jt show her l>est work last season, owing 
to the lack of a proper crew, but with the 
continuous «h-iUing they have had during 
their transatlantic voyage, we expect to 
show you some fast sailing, and if the Gala- 
tea carries tlie cup homo with her, you may 
say" (throwing a kiss with his fingers) "good- 
by to the cup forever." 


ON THE GALATEA'S HECK AT SEA. 
The hojKilessness of ever regaining the cup 
wiU not be due altogether to the lack of fast 
sailing qualities on the part of American 
yachts, but to tlie peculiarity of English 
ya(ihting rulea^ which makes a virtue of small 
breadth of l)eain, so that the wider beam 
yachts of the Yankee type would have to 
give Englisli yachts of the same length of 
keel a considerable, time allowance, which 
would preclude their winning a race. Mr. 
Webb has suggested a mean of the yachting 
rules of both countries to govern tliese inter- 
national contests, but neither side will listen 
to it. 


Mr. Webb has come here as agent for the 
English manufacturers of corrugated steel 
boiler furnaces, which congress has recently 
permitte<l to enter free of duty. 


Mr. Webb is an extremely modest man. 
He would not give any of his life romance to 
the press. But on it l>eing suggested that he 
did not look like an Englishman he said: "No, 
I'm an Irishman, but do not say anything 
about that." So we refrain. 


For thirty years or moi-(! the jolly British 
tar has been making j'acliting a scientific 
study, the result l)eing the evolution of the 
cutter type of yacht, and with it the opiwrtu- 
nity of recovei-ing the America's cup. The 
chdllenge Mr. Webb sent last year wa.s a 
double-barreled one. It was for the Ginesta 
and also the Galatea, which was then on the 
stocks. The idea was that in case he did not 
bring down the America's cup with the first 
shot he would with the second. This chal- 
lenge came at a time when the Americans 
were unusually iil-jjrepared. In running over 
the ILst of yaclits we possessed it was found 
there was no sl(M)p large enough to com^jete 
with the coming Britishers. 
But through 
the patriotit; sjjortsmanship of a few gentle- 
men the Priscilla and Puritan sprang into 
existc-nce within the six montlis allowed l>e- 
tween the rec^eption of the challenge and the 
race. So the Puritan and the Gen&sta meas- 
ured their speed side l)y side, and though the 
Genesta failed slie became a gauge by which 
other English yachts' speed could be te.sted, 
and as the Galatea has provetl hefself faster 
than the Genesta, the chances of our losing 
the cup this year are exceedingly great. 


MAIN SALOON OÉ GALATEA. 
Lieut. Henn built the Galatea not only for 
the purpose of challenging for the America 
cup, but also with the object of having a 
cruising yacht which would be a home for 
himself and wife. How far he has succeeded 
in the latter respect is shown in the accom- 
panying view of Galatea's main saloon, taken 
from a photo by West. 
This view shows 
clearly that the narrow yacht, above all 
other forms, affords the best space to the 
designer for interior arrangements. 
An ab- 
solute breadth of fifteen feet on a deck entire- 
unobstructed, together with high bul- 
warks, gives a great deal of deck room, while 
the apartments below can only be equaled in 
large steamer or schooner. 
The main 
saloon la nearly fifteen feet wide, a large and 
elegant apartment, as is seen from the draw- 
ing, with more than ample headroom. From 
it a long passage leads aft to the foot of the 
companion and to the ladies^ or after cabin.

with another oa the same side forward df the 
saloon, while under the floor is a large space 
for sails and storage. 


Since the Galatea arrived in this country 
there has been nothing from those who 
visited her but admiration for the couileous- 
ness of Leftenant 'Enn—as his sailors call him 
—and his sailor wife, who accompanied him in 
his voyage of over » month arross the 
Atlantic.

CHICAGO, Aug 16.—A severe wind 
storm accompanied by torrents of rain 
and brilliant dif^Iay of electricity, broke 
over this city at 4 o'clock this morning. 
The wind created all kinds of havoc 
among signs, awnings and chimneys 
and several accidents of a serious na- 
ture are reported. 
At the corner of 
Blue Island avenue and Hoine street a 
large three story building was blown to 
the ground. 


CINCINNATI, Aug. 16.—The sultry air 
this morning was followed about nine 
o'clock with heavy black clouds from the 
notth, which broke into a sudden and 
heavy rain. 
There was no wind, but 
abundant lightning. 
Between 
here 
and Columbus an unusual electrical 
storm is reported. 
The wires in nearly 
every direction are working badly. 


MILWAUKEE, Aug. 16.—Wisconsin has 
been blessed by a refreshing rain storm 
anaccompanied by severe wind. 
The 
storm originated yesterday afternoon in 
Eansas. 


NEWBUBO, Ind., Aug. 1 6 . — A tornado 
struck this place Sattirday night. 
No 
lives are reported lost, but there is a 
vast destruction of property. 
Union 
Bethel mills was unroofed, and the top 
blown into the river. 
The residence of 
a Mr. Clark was blown down, the family 
barely escaping with their lives. 
The 
dwelling of T. M. Curtis was partly 
blown down, and his kitchen carried 
across the street. 
Dr. Fowler's resi- 
dence was badly wrecked by a large up- 
turned shade tree. 
The town is stripped 
of shade trees. The storm is said to 
have laid waste everything in its path 
toward Yankeetown. 


WABASH, Ind., Aug. 1 6 . — A tremend- 
ous wind, rain and hail storm visited 
this section and continued to rage 
fiercely for an hour. 
Heavy shade trees 
were blown down in the city, and coun- 
try orchards were, in many instances, 
badly damaged. 
The growing com, 
however, sustained the most serious in- 
ury, especially in the southern part of 
the county. On the farm oi Jacob 
Tyner. three miles out, the stalks in 
several fields were broken short off, and 
the loss is total. In other neighbor- 
hoods the com is blown down, and will 
hardly rise again. 
The damage done in 
the county is pretty large. 


MUNCIE, Ind.. Aug. 16.—The past 
week in this locality has been one of 
much rain, accompanied at times by se- 
vere wind and hailstorms, doing, in some 
places, much damage to the growing 
com crop. 
On Thursday night a heavy 
storm of hail passed through Harrison 
township. The path of the hailstorm 
was narrow, but every cornfield through 
which it passed was completely riddled. 


AT RUSSIA. 


LONDON, Aug. 16.—Central Russia, 
especially the Moscow distiict, has been 
devastated by tomades and water spouts. 
Many buildings and bridges, and whole 
crops have been destroyed.

The News That in Called for 
the «Sentinel** Readers. 


Preparations to celebrate the centen 
nial birthday of Mr». Bethiah Hancock, 
at Richmond, Ind., were abraptly sus- 
pended by her death on Saturday. 


Judge Conner, of the Wabash circuit 
court, on petition of Drs. R. F. Blount 
and A. J. Smith, and B. F. Williams, 
has issued a temporary injunction, re- 
straining John Dickson, secretary and 
Oliver H. Bogue, treasurer of St. Anas- 
tasia Mesnil Todge of Odd Fellows, of 
Wabash, from paying out $800 of the 
lodge's funds. On Wedensday night 
the members of the Canton of Patri- 
archs Militant, at a meeting of the sub- 
ordinate lodge members sprang a résolu 
tion appropriating that amount in par- 
tial payment for new uniforms for the 
Patriarchs, and as but few sbordinate 
lodge members were i resent, it went 
through. 
When the matter became 
known next day it created much turmoil 
amon^ the fraternity, and the case is 
now temporarily, at least, in the courts. 


As tbe dates for the congressional con- 
ventions in the eleventh district ap- 
proach, interest in the contest grows 
apace. 
In addition to the five avowed 
candidates before the democratic con- 
vention, Major Eidd, of Wabash; Judge 
Bobo, of Decatur; Dr. Passage, of Pern;

the canvass is assuming a decidedly 
personal phase. 
Major Kidd's friends 
there are quite hopeful, and have made 
arrangements to turn out nearly all the 
party workers on the day of the conven- 
tion at Portland, August 25. 
The con- 
test, to the casual observer, now appears 
to lay between Major Kid and James 
Branyan, of Huntington, without either 
enjoying any apparent advantage. 


Among republicans it is conceded that 
Majot George W. Steele will be the 
nominee, although he does not seek a 
renomination.

The design is graceful and 
light, and its advantage over the old 
one. is that the idea of jmtting the stamp 
oil" at one side and the designation of 
th(i article at the oi)posite side is aban- 
doned to securc an exclusive 
design 
with tlu! strongest feature of it in the 
centtsr. 
The Postmaster (reneral may 
decide to print tlu; new cards on white 
paper, in black iidc, for the reason that 
white x)aper furnishes a better ground 
for 
Avritt(;n charact rs, h(d])ing tlui 
postojliíío clerks who are compelled to 
decipher addresst;s, and for the other 
reason that the brown ink is comidaiued 
of by the })rintcrs who use it as more 
troublesome to obtain good work with 
than tbo samo quality of black ink.

Hero lui lived in a little Dutcli 
stone 
house for many years, practicing upon 
the credulity and fears of the ])rimitivo 
people about there. 
Ho pretended to 
bo a jihysician, and achieved a local 
rejuitation by alleging that he had dis- 
covered an infallible remedy for hydro- 
jihobia. 
Sonie sin)plo legislator in the 
vicinity was i^ersuaded to introduce a 
bill for th<! purchase and ]>ublication of 
tlie secrtit by the State. 
Crous wantiul 
$1,000, 
and 
a 
bill 
approi)ri- 
ating tliat amount, passed the Senate 
and was finally fought through the As- 
sembly, 
Among those who advocated 
the measure! was De Witt Clinton, Am- 
brose 
Spencer, Cluuu^ellor Kent, Jo- 
seph C. Yat.es. and others. 
The bill 
imn'ide.d that Crous shfmld give an 
indemnity l)ond <jf $2,000 to i)rotect the 
State should tlu; rem<!dy, after a fair 
trial t)f four years, jjrove deceptive and 
ineircctual. 
This, after some difliculty 
in a searcU fur bondsmen, ho did. 
He 
then returned to Atlniiis and prosi^ered 
by the bijom gi\en to his reputation 
througli t]i(; State's actii^n.

Cimnoil of the eity oE Fort Wnyno, BectionSof 
an ordinaueo entitled; '-An ordinance tore- 
strain, liorsos, cattle, swine, sheep, goats nnd 
geese, from running at large iu the eity " 
Iinssed April 2,18S2, bo, and tno same is here- 
by amended so as to road as follows: 
See. a. It shall be unlawful for the owner 


of u Jiorso, cnttio, Bwino, sheep, goat, or goose 
to permit tho same to run at large at. any 
lime within the corporate limits of said city 
and it shall lie unlawful for any person tolioi-ti 
any animal upon any of tlio streets, alleys or 
mielosed lotS'and lands within the corporate 
llmitsof said eity. 


Bee. a. And that, section 4 uf said ordinance, 
passed April '£), 18H3, be, nnd the satne is here- 
by amended Bo as to read its follows: 
Sen.-I. If any horse, cattle, swine, shenp, 
goat, or geese, bo found running at largo, or 
hei-ding upon any unclosed lots or lauds, 
strootB or alleys, within the eorporate limits 
of siiid eity, it shall be the duty of tho pound- 
lufister to inke tho same Into his custody and 
to impound the same. They shall not bo ro- 
loaBOd thorcirom until the owner or person 
entitled to tho possession thereof, slutl piiythe 
poiindmastertlie sum of ono dollar, together 
with Illty cents per day for every day such 
animal shall be kept by the pouudmastor 
And in eaeh cose, the person entitled to tho 
possession of such animal, shall not, within 
five days from tho time of eo taking ihu> cus- 
tody, pay the aforesaid charges, and tako it 
away. It Bhilll bo the duty of The poundunibter 
to Bell the same at public auction by giving 
ten-days notice of such sale, by posling the 
name up in at least throe of the most public 
places in sold eity: nnd it shall also bo tho 
duty of such noundmostcr to give at least live 
days notice of such ealo, in wriling, to thr- 
own.or of such animal, when known, but it 
such animal shall bo redeemed by paying the 
poundmaSuCr said foes and expenses for sucli 
taking up and Impounding atauy time before 
they are sold, the same shall be released by 
the poun dmnstor.
